Laresr rrom Peru.—Accounts have been re- 
ceived at Charleston, in 19 days from Chagres.—

occupy Lima as late as the 22d December. Com. 
Hutt had declared Callao in a state of blockade, 
for the purpose of compelling the surrender of the 
ship China, of New-York, which had been previ- 
ously seized by the royalist general Rodell. Simi- 
lar accounts are received at Philadelphia, by an ar- 
rival from Porto Bello. 

Latest from Callao direct-—The ship Provi- 
dence, Captain Bowers, arrived at Providence on 
the 3d inst. from Callao, whence she sailed on the 
22d of October. Capt. B. informs “ that when he 
sailed, Lima and Callao were in possession of the 
royalists, but would in all probability soon change 
masters. Bolivar the patriot general, with an army 
of 12,000 men, was in pursuit of the royalist gene- 
ral Canterac, whose force was stated to consist of 
only 4,000 men.

House of Representatives having announced that 
they were ready to receive the Senate, that honour- 
able Body entered the Hall accordingly, and after 
the usual ceremonics, the President of the Senate 
handed in succession, the duplicate returns of each 
State, which upon examination, resulted as has 
been already pubiished in the newspapers, viz: For 
Jackson 99, tor Adams 84, for Crawford 41, and 
for Clay 37, as President of the United States, and 
for Calhoun 182, Sanford 30, Macon 24, Jackson 
13, Van Buren 9, and Clay 2, as Vice President 
if the Uniied States. 

The Tellers having reported the result, the 
President of the Sviate declared that JOHN C. 
CALHOUN was elected Vice President of the 
United States, for four years, next following the 
fourth day of March, 1825-~but that no person 
having received a majority of votes for President, 
ihe election devolved on the House of Representa- 
tives: whereupon the Senate retired, and the House 
proceeded to an election, which was made-o7 the 1st 
ballot, the result of which was that Joun Quincy 
Apams of Massachusetts, had received the voies 
of thirteen states; that ANDREW Jackson had re- 
ceived the votes of seven states, and that WrLuiam 
Henry Crawrorp of Georgia, had received ihe 
vutes of four states, upon which the Speaker de- 
clared that JOHN QUINCY ADAMS of Massa- 
chusetts had been elected President of the United 
States for four years from the fourth day of March 
next ensuing.—-The votes of the respective States 
were as follow:
